Z. Tam informed that the agenda for the meetings of the 
Sprague Committee scheduled for Monday and Tuesday, 25 and 
26 April, is tentatively as follows: 


Monday, 25 April Consideration of staff papers by the» 
0900 - 1230 Committee. 


The staff papers, preparcd by staff representatives, 

contain cenciee statements of certain problems with 

_ recommendations for the Committee's consideration. One 

of these reports will deal with radio broadcasting with 

particular reference to RFE and Radio Liberty. Another 
will deal with the problem of gray propaganda and the question 
of which agency should have responsibility therefor. If time 
permits, additional papers may be considered which deal with» 
such subjects as "The Soviet Image Abroad.” .

The afternoon will be given over to a discussion of the 
significance of economic development in the Soviet Union, 
the degree of success obtained by the Soviets in their 
_ economic offensive abroad, and what the United States should 
do to counteract the effect of Soviet foreign econornic aid 
activities. Mr. Dillon apparently will be unable to attend this 
meeting but Mr. Nieleen expects Mr. Bohlen and 
Mr, Riddleberger to be present.

‘the May Committee and the Sprague Committee.

If time permits, Mr. Sprague proposes to devote some 
time to consideration of a staff paper which will be prepared 
for the Committee on the OCB. This paper will be desigued 
to identify possible deficiencies in the jurisdiction or 
procedures of the OCB and to provoke discussion as to 
poasible ways of improving OCB's effectiveness. — 


3. Obviously the Committee would very much welcome your 
attendance throughout the entire proceedings. If your schedule does 
aot permit this, however, it seems to me particularly important 
for you to be present at the discussion of the papers on REE and 
Radio Liberty and also on gray propaganda which will be considered 
during the early part of the Cornmittee meeting beginning at 0900 
hours on Monday, April 25th. It would also seem desirable for you 
to be present Tuesday morning to hear Dr. May's discussion of 
USEA and more particularly te participate in any discussion of the 
terme of reference and jurisdiction of OCB which may take oor 
later on the roorning of Tuesaday, April 26th.
